This latter method, which has 
been.adopted by the British gov- 
ernment as its principle, may lead 
to many omissions éspecially | 
when things are going badly, but

It has, indeed, been remarkable 
and noticeabie that accounts of 
Seviet victories have been re} 
strained in many dases and little 
or no news been given until it 
was certain that an operation 
would -be successful-or in most 
until it had actually re 
sulted in success 

If you compared the announce 
ments of the Gepmans as to the 
capture of towns, always prema- 
ture and often false, with those 
of the Russians, you should have 
no difficulty deciding upon the 
comparative reliability of the two. 

At the present time the Soviet 
government is most anxious for 
obvious reasons not to allow any 
feeling of overconfidence among 
their people to diminish their ef- 
fort, and for that reason, apart 
from al) others, they do not want 
to exaggerate thelr successes.

No ONLY DID CANADA’S SECOND

They had not been 
bamboozled by stupid charges that the senior 
overseas Dominion of the British Empire 
4s engaged in nothing more than a “middle- 
oftheroad” war effort; they Wilt now” un- 
derstand how resolute our pedple ate in 
their determination to pull their full weight 
in men, money, and materials. 


No reference to the outstanding success 
of ‘this’ loan“ “would*be “complete ‘without a 
‘Tibtiite" tothe "man who had“ charge*of: the 
Vancouver Island Division—Mr. F, E. Wins 
low. And we know he will be the first to 
ass the general public that had it not 
been for the unflagging labors“of his large 
corps. of salesmen, to whom time and 
trouble were of no concern, this part of 
Canada could not have reached the extremely 
high figure which its quota represented. For 
the Island alone, it should be noted, the total 
was considerably higher, for example, than 
the whole of the province of Saskatchewan, 
while it is safe to say that the per capita 
allotment for the Municipality of Oak Bay 
was the highest in the Dominion. All things 
considered, then, locally, provincially and 
nationally, the huge success of Canada’s 
Second Victory Loan may be translated as 
another warning to the Axis gang that fhe 
Land of the Maple Leaf has driven a still 
longer nail into the coffin of Hitler’s “New 
Order.” 


India and Mr. Churchill 


NOTING IN THE LITTLE HE HAS 
said in recent days about India has sug- 
gested how Mr. Churchill feels toward a 
problem which Japanese aggression in the 
Far East has thrown into the forefront of 
British politics. How he wrote on this thorny 
question after the Government of India Act 
---~went into effect nearly five years ago gives 
us no adequate clue to his intimate sent! 
ments. in the radically-changed situation~ of 
the moment. On April 16, 1937, Mr. Church- 
il warnéd the British public “that-events 
were beginning to cause anxiety through 
wide circles—“and especially in those circles 
responsible for the India Constitution Act.” 
Not that there had been any failure on the 
part of the Viceroy or of the India Office 
to carry out loyally and faithfully the, in 
tentions of Parliament and the pledges given 
both to the British and Indian peoples. 
But “those who said during the passage 
of the Act that the Congress Party would 
be supreme, were disbelieved.” 


The present Prime Minister, liking the 
measure no more than the Treaty of 1921 
with the Irish Free State, then drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the Congress Party, 
led by Mr. Gandhi, was supreme and al! 
powerful in six of the 11 provinces of India, 
It was the fear of this situation—marked 
by the absence of that realistic outlook with 
which he has approached his personal and 
political trials since May 10, 1940—that 
Iéd to his Opposition to ‘several aspects--of 
the Act of 1935, In other words, he saw in 
Congress Party control, by skilful utiliza- 
tion-of ‘the spirit of the constitution, the 
thin end of the wedge for the ultimate 
destruction of the measure and the achieve- 
ment of Indian independence. Here are his 
own words with which he concluded a news- 
paper article nearly five years ago: 

“Meanwhile,. as if to strike a note of 
fealism to Pandits, Mahatmas and those who 
now-claim.to speak for the helpless Indian 
maases, the frontier is astir; and British 
officers and soldiers are giving their lives 
to hold back from the cities and peacetime 
wealth of India the storm of Pathan inroad 
and foray.” 

What appeared specifically to get under 
Mr. Churchill's skin at that time, however, 
was a statement from, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, whom he described as “Communist, 

~ Revolutionary, most capable and most im- 
placable of the enemies of the British con- 
nection with India.” This is the man who 
since has been in jail, who is still one of 


“Sathe foremost leaders of India’s nationalists 


and Mr. Gandhi’s successor, and who said 
as the Constitution Act began to operate: 
“It is as clear as the noonday sun that our 
paths lie in different directions. There is 
nothing in common between us, and we 
shalj go along our path resolutely and with 
a will to put an end to this bogus Act which 
has been forced upon us.” 

When Mr. Gandhi was released at the 
beginning of the year from the leadership 
of the Congress Party, at his own request, 
i was expected that a change of policy 


would follow—that Mr; Nebru, for example, 


whose pro-Chinese and anti-Japanese senti- 
ments are well known, would recognize in 





ing at least. a preliminary formula that 
would: convince his. followers of the good 
faith. of the British government. In an in- 
terview ‘he gave in Allahabad” yesterday, 
however, there is no indication of a change. 
He, says. plainly. that “the Indian problem 
can only be approached on a basis of Indian 
freedom, nothing else will make a vital 
difference or move our millions to effective 
action.” Mr. Nehru argues further that 
“the question of minorities.does not really 
arise in the present crisis, and in any event 
all reasonable and possible -protection..will 
be given them.” 

That Britain wants to do something prac: 
tical seems clear. Tremendous events await 
such action. The question uppermost in 
many minds, of course, is Whether Mr. 
Churchill has substantially changed his point 
of view, whether he will-respond to popular 
demand as he did when he removed some 
of the “dead wood” from his cabinet, or 
whether the Conservative majority in the 
House of Commons intends to continue to 
live in its “Blimpery” atmosphere as far 
as India is concerned. It is evident the 
Prime Minister is about to face the most 
crucial test of his career; the fate of his 
government may. depend upon the British 
Parliament’s interpretation of Generalissimo 
Chiang “Kal-shek’s message to the Indian 
people—not omitting the significance of the 
United States decision to send a mission 
to India. 


Give and Take Necessary 


T_MAY BE THAT THE LAST WORD ON 
the Congress Party's stand on India’s more 
active.cooperation.with Britain against the 
Japanese and other aggressors has not'been 
said by Nationalist Leader Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru, despite his: apparent refusal 
to budge from his implacable demand for 
complete independence, because, after all, 
he weakens the basic point of his argument 
when he lightly disposes of the minority 
element comprising nearly 80,000,000 Mus- 
lims. To say that the fate of these people 
“does not really arise in-the present crisis” 
is to beg the question, as Mr. Jinnah, the 
president of the Muslim League, will be 
bound to remind him. 

Not that the Nehru attitude is likely to 
change unless the British government bends 
considerably more than some of the Tory 
diehards appear willing to allow it. But if 
Japanese bombs. begin to fall on Hindus 
and Muslims alike, there is a strong likeli- 
hood that what happened to the social struc- 
ture of Britain after Limehouse and May- 
fair kept company in misery would happen 
to” the right: tine -ef:.caste and..creligion in, 
India. It-is a commonplace, of course, to Te- 
peat that Britain has said all along that 
as soon as the 240,000,000 Hindus and the 
80,000,000 Muslims found a way of compos- 
ing their differences—agreeing among them- 
selves upon a constitution they could op- 
erate satisfactorily—the difficulty of grant- 
ing prompt and complete Dominion status 
would instantly disappear. 

In the interests of all the people of India, 
it is to be hoped that wise councils wil) 
prevail, A grave responsibility rests on Mr. 
Churchill; both China and the people of the 
United States are anxiously waiting for 
some sign of what is taking place behind 
the scenes in London. Nor will any good 
purpose be served by a repetition of loose 
arguments which convey the impression 
that a flourish of the statesman's pen is all 
that is needed to solve the problem. One 
truth should be clear to all, however, which 
is that Indja’s hopes of freedom would van 
ish forever in the event of an Axis Victory.

‘The survey was made by 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany statisticians. 


Baltimore, where big shipyards, 
steel mills, and aviation factories 
boom, gained almost 40 per cent 
in marriage licenses issued this 
year over last year. 

In Washington, where the prin- 
cipal industry is the federal gov- 
ernment, the increase was about 
one-thind.

Derives Value 
Einstein Predicted 


PUBELA, Mexico — From Ein- 
| Stein's special relativity — theory, 
Dr. George D. Birkhoff of Har- 
vard has derived the famous 
values for the change 
planet Mercury's perihelion and 
the curvature of light passing by 
the sun. These predictions were 
firstmade by Einstein -on-.the 
basis of his general relativity, 
which followed his special rela- 
tivity theory by. some 
Their experimental ¢onfirmation 
j enthroned relativity as a domin- 
ent law of the universe, 
| Dr. Birkhoff announced his 
success-to the Inter-American As- 
trophysical. Conference held here 
under the auspices of the Mexi- 
can government, He urged scien- 
tists to give consideration to Ein- 
Stein's special and genera] theo- 
ries of relativity in relation to 
quantum mechanics. 

Dr. Birkhoff also recalled that 
in 1926 he had demonstrated that 
Schroedinger's quantum mechan- 
ies could be derived from. general 
which -was another 
bringing together of fundamen- 
tal conceptions in theoretica. 
physics. 


Speed of a highly-trained box-

When these anim- 
als are fed a dye called butter 
yellow, 96 out of every 100 have} 
liver cancers at the end of 150 
days. When they are given ribo- 
Jlavin. (one of the B vitamins), 
and casein, chief protein of milk, ’ 
only 7 out of 100 get liver 
cancer from the dye. Cystine 
and choline also have a cancer- 
preventing effect. But when | 
biotin is added, the riboflavin |

.]F YOU.HAVE WONDERED how King 

Solomon's Temple really looked when 
it stood in old Jerusalem 950 B.C. 
shining: in glory of gold and bronze, 
stone and cedar wood and cypress— 
well, your curiosity can be partly satis- 
tied at last. i~ e 

Solomon's Temple was a typical 
Phoenician temple. 

So archaeologists can now state 
plainly, as the result of discoveries that 
have-been coming out of the earth in 
Bible lands. 

We, who live today, know more 
about the temple in Jerusalem—one 
of the most famous buildings of all 
time—than any people have known 
since the days when Bible events were 
happening. 

What the detective science of archae- 
o1ogy has discovered about Solomon's 
Temple to date is summed up by Prof, 
G, Ernest Wright or the Presbyterian 
Theologica] Seminary in Chicago, In the 
journal of which he is editor, “The 
Biblical Archaeologist.” 


Declaring that _ Solomon's. ‘Temple 
was like temples of pagan Phoenicians, 
Professor Wright sweeps aside—with 
one exception—every reconstriiction of 
Solomon's Temple that he hag ever 
heard of. 


TOOK PAGAN IDEAS 


Many an artist and patient Bible 
scholar has drawn pictures or made an 
Intricate model to show a fascinated 
public what the Temple was like—this 
place of worship which the Book of 
Kings describes 

Since this was the first permanent 
building ever erected for worship of 
Jehovah, the Israelites had to borrow 
ideas from the pagan world around 
them. Most artists and mode] makers 
have guessed that the Temple 
made beautiful in Egyptian and 
syrian fashion, by borrowing from 
lands south.and east of Palestine. But 
archaeology, which has been seriously 
unearthing the Bible lands only within 
a.century, says no: Look north for 
clues to the ‘Temple. 

Of the many Temple models dis- 
Played, Professor Wright warns: 

“It is a sad duty to state that ‘all of 
them must be taken with a liberal 
supply of salt.” 

The miodern public can place con- 
fidence, he declares, only in two types 
of evidence: . First,.the Bible's. descrip. 
tion, probably based on Temple rec- 
erds; and second, the really relevant 
discoveries being uriearthed. 

No.s#crap. of world-famous Temple 
has ever been found. After it was 
ravaged by the Babylonians in 587 B.C. 
there--rose Zerubbabel’s Temple, then 
Herod's .Temple, then a— Christian 
church, then a Great Mosque, all pre 
sumably at about the same, site.

Feeling over sacredness of the hill 
associated with these buildings is so 
intense among religious factions in 
Jerusalem, that excavators have never 
had a chance to search the deep earth 
for historic secrets, with one exception 
Archaeologists recall that about 1910, 
secret payment to officials gave one 
daring investigator a chance. But his 
venture was discovered, and the diggers 
barely escaped with their lives. 

For what Professor Wright calls 
relevant discoveries, archaeologists are 
turning to the coast of Syria, because 
there lay the land called Phoenicia, 
and there Hiram of Tyre had his king 
dom. It was Hiram who furnished 
Solomon with technical advice for the 
Israelites’ unaccustomed venture of 
bullding.a house of worship.

In the courtyard at the front of the 
Temple, the most impressive objects 
are the great altar for burnt offerings 
and the brazen sea.-Both are tremen- 
dous and eye-filling. The altar is per- 
haps the very altar of unhewn stones 
that Solomon's father, King David, 
built. 

The brazen sea resembles some 
mammoth fountain In a public park 
of our time. It is a bow] 15 feet across, 
made of cast bronze about three inches 
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Phoenician. temple—King Solomon borrowed ideas from Hiram of 


Tyre. 


The, bowl rests on the backs of 
12 bronze oxen. It weighs 25 to 30 tons 

Casting this giant bow] must have 
presented great technical difficulties. 
No wonder the Bible praises so highly 
an artisan named Hiram from Tyr.

Selomon had use of Hiram’s skill 
He had rich metal from his eopper 
mines near the Red Sea. When archae 
ologists unearthed Solomon's industrial 
Pittsburgh, called Ezion-Geber, during 
the past few years, they were aston- 
ished at the efficiency of Solomon's 
metallurgy.

a. “naeologists have a suspicion that 
some of Solomon's gold went into the 
royal coffins of Pharaoh Shishak in 
Egypt. When they opened the tomb 
of this Pharaoh two years ago, they 
were dazzled by the gold and silver 
coffins. inside. It was remembered, 
then, that King Solomon married a 
Pharaoh's daughter and made a tem- 
porary friendship with Egypt. But 
soon after his death, Pharaoh Shishak 
marched on Palestine, sacked the 
Temple and Palace and carried off 
rich hauls. 

After calamity, Jerusalem recovered 
as best it could. In following centuries, 
the most’ valuable Temple treasures 
were gradually stripped off to -pay 
exorbitant tribute, and the remnants 
were carried to Babylon in 587 B.C. 

As for the brazen sea, it was broken 
up and the pieces were among the 
plunder that went to Babylon.
